Hall Must Show 
Records To Jury 


But Judge Rules They 


Can't Be Made Public 


County Assessor George W. Hall must show his 
assessment records to the grand jury, visiting Judge 
Ralph McGee ruled this noon. 


At the same time, the judge ruled that those rec­ 
ords, while admissible before the grand jury, must not 
be made public because they are confidential under 
state law. 


At Monday’s grand jury meeting, Hall refused to 
produce records which the jury had subpenaed. 
The 
grand jurors want to see Hall’s assessed values on nine 
industrial properties which are believed to be assessed 
too low. 


On another legal point involving the assessor, Judge 
McGee decided that the county cannot seize Address- 
ograph plates from Hall’s office until after a full-scale 
trial. 


Last month, the supervisors confiscated Hall’s Ad- 
dressograph machines. They were on the verge of haul­ 
ing some 60,000 plates away when a court restraining 
order stopped further seizure. 


Judge McGee ruled the temporary restraining order 
should stand. 


This means that the case must be set for trial on 
the court calendar. County Clerk George S. Jones said 
the calendar is booked solid for two months. “We’ll 
have to decide whether this can get any priority,” he said.

Another Noble Experiment 
Tries To Tax Advertising 


Last >car the City of Baltimore, look 
ing for new sources of revenue, decided 
to put a tax on advertising. 
Its city 
council voted a four per cent tax to be 
added to the advertising bills of all ad­ 
vertisers and a two per cent tax on the 
advertising receipts of all newspapers 
and other advertising media. 
In spite of outcries from businessmen 
and publishers alike, the tax went into 
effect on Jan. 1, Now. only a few weeks 
later, the honeymoon is over. 
Mayor 
Thomas R. D'Alesandro. principal au­ 
thor of the advertising tax. has com­ 
pletely reversed himself. 
“Since this tax was imposed,“ he told 
newsmen, “many merchants and other 
citizens have stated that the tax ad­ 
versely affected Baltimore’s business 
community and places too great a bur­ 
den on 
business, 
particularly retail 
business.” 
The mayor was speaking from experi­ 


ence He estimated that the advertising 
tax. which he would now eliminate as of 
next January 1. the manufacturer s in­ 
ventory and machinery tax, which he 
would gradually eliminate, the mer­ 
chants inventory tax. which he would 
reduce along with the city cigarette tax. 
would cost the taxpayers about 22 mil­ 
lion dollars this year. This, he decided, 
was too big a burden to put on the busi­ 
ness of Baltimore and the people of the 
city to whom it became another hidden 
tax. 


Not only that, but State Senate Presi­ 
dent Louis L. Goldstein introduced a 
bill with powerful backing in both par­ 
ties. and expected to pass easily, which 
would 
outlaw 
the 
advertising 
tax 
throughout Maryland. 
And another noble experiment, if 
you'll pardon the barroom expression, 
is on the rocks. 


Project Catholics Should Support 


Catholics of Marin are being asked 
this Sunday to unite with fellow Catho­ 
lics in 13 Bay Area counties in a char­ 
itable venture.

For Kids Not Profit

The animus displayed in 
Mr. Borello’s recent letter op­ 
posing the Lagunitas Elem en­ 
tary School District's request 
for an increase in the tax rate 
sufficient to make it possible 
to pay our teachers next year, 
undoubtedly can be explained 
by his desire, reported in the 
I-J of July 20. 1957. to sell his 
own land to the school dis­ 
trict. 
As a m em ber of the board 
who participated in the deci­ 
sion to 
purchase a 
second 
school site at Woodacre in­ 
stead of from Mr. Borello, I 
would like to m ake clear that 
the site selection was made 
not in the interest of fatten­ 
ing the bankroll of any large 
landowner, but in the interest 
of all the school children and 
property owners of the valley. 
The site was purchased from 
funds carefully saved for that 
purpose 
over

years, and as anyone can see 
who drives by it on the new 
highway, it is high, dry and 
level and 
requires 
no fill. 
Since its purchase, land in the 
im m ediate area has sold for 
$1,000 more per acre than the 
amount paid by the school 
district . . . 
For 
several 
years 
after 
every other c o m p a r a b l e 
school district in Marin Coun­ 
ty has secured permission to 
increase its legal tax rate, the 
Lagunitas district has m anag­ 
ed to keep within a 90c rate 
When 
the 
rising 
costs 
o( 
teachers' salaries, over which 
the school board has no con 
trol, makes it no longer poss­ 
ible to maintain an adequate 
srhool program at the old 


rate, it is discouraging to find 
large taxpayers, like Mr. Bor­ 
ello. 
who 
have 
benefitted 
most from the board's con­ 
servative fiscal policies, u n ­ 
willing to support the com­ 
m unity’s present needs. 
If the tax election fails on 
Feb. 25. the issue of w hether

Siren Story Upsets 
CD Co-Ordinator 
EDITOR.

I have been wondering who 
wrote Feb. 12’s article in your 
paper 
about 
the 
wayward 
G reenbrae siren. The reporter 
appeared to be somewhat irri­ 
tated 
and 
wrote 
a 
very 
garbled version of what hap­ 
pened and what was done 
about it. 
After reading last w eek’s 
column by your Ross W. A sh­ 
ley. I am beginning to suspect 
who the reporter was, espe­ 
cially since he again states 
that the 
siren "jarred the 
whole Ross Valley” and that 
"it happens to be located on a 
pole in our backyard.” 
A pparently Mr. A s h l e y 
doesn’t know that his civil de­ 
fense co-ordinator lives only a 
block away from both him 
and the 
aforesaid 
"scream ­ 
ing" siren. If he had troubled 
to call me he would have ob- 
ta in e l the following facts: 
The Greenbrae siren had 


been letting go with short 
blasts for about three weeks. 
I discussed these 
incidents 
with Mansfield Lewis, county 
and civil defense communica­ 
tions director, and he again 
explained to me that these 
civil defense sirens are on a 
telephone 
circuit 
and 
tele­ 
phone linem en can accident­ 
ally set off the sirens while 
setting up new phone connec­ 
tions. We left it at that to see 
if the 
situation would get 
worse. 
That Thursday night at six 
o’clock when the siren first 
blew, Mansfield Lewis and I 
immediately got together and 
he checked with the phone 
company to see if any line­ 
men were in the area. They 
w eren’t, so we again waited to 
see what would happen. When 
the siren went off again at 
ten o’clock and showed no 
sign of stopping, I got Mans­ 
field Lewds out of a club 
meeting he was attending and 
we got together on a confer­ 
ence call with the telephone 
company test station and to­ 
gether decided to short out 
the siren through the switch­ 
board and leave it shorted out 
until it could be properly cir­ 
cuited again . . . 
With the present tendency 
for the county civil defense 
co-ordinator to make Marin 
County’s civil defense corps 
a one-man organization.

of the Atlantic Union Commit­ 
tee. 
"Governor Stevenson made 
no statement in joining the 
council,” the magazine com­ 
ments editorially, "letting his 
action speak for itself. It does, 
indeed, and it speaks volumes 
— both as regards the rising 
start of Atlantic Union and 
the courageous statesmanship 
for which so many have so 
long admired the Democratic 
party's candidate for presi­ 
dent in 1952 and 1956.” 
"Freedom & Union” is the 
spokesman for the Atlantic 
Union Committee. In its sim p­ 
lest 
terms, 
the 
committee 
seeks to merge the free na­ 
tions of the west in a federal 
union to be known as the 
United States Of The Atlantic. 
All hands would become citi­ 
zens. 


These citizens of a new fed­ 
eral union would be Atlanti- 
cans, in the terminology of 
the Atlantic Union. 
There is much more pres­ 
tige and political oomph be­ 
hind this idea than may be 
suspected by the average Am ­ 
erican. That individual goes 
his way, perhaps, unsuspect­ 
ing that he may one day— not 
soon—discover to his pleasure 
or to his dismay that he no 
longer is merely an Ameri­ 
can, to boot. 
Twenty seven members of 
the U.S. Senate sponsored in 
1951 a resolution calling for 
a conference of the Atlantic

such a resolution.

It urged President Trum an to 
summon a conference of the 
Atlantic powers to explore 
plans for federation. Truman 
didn’t do it. 


"Freedom & U nion” states 
that the U.S. Of The Atlantic 
should be set up under a con­ 
stitution which 
would con­ 
tinue and guarantee the U.S. 
bill of rights; give the feder­ 
ated states free governm ent 
in those fields w here they 
agreed this would best ad- 
v a n c e 
individual freedom; 
provide this this governm ent 
shall be elected by, be respon­ 
sible to, and operate on, the 
citizens 
of 
the 
federated 
states and be federally bal­ 
anced in its representation of 
them. 


The u l t i m a t e objective 
wmuld be to bring all other na­ 
tions 
peacefully 
into 
the 
super state until it became a 
free world republic.

Exciting Battle Story 
In 'Darby's Rangers'

Director William Wellman, 
something of a past master at 
action dramas, has fashioned a 
fairly exciting battle film in 
“Darby’s 
Rangers,” 
w h i c h 
opens Sunday at the Rafael 
Theater in San Rafael. 
Don’t get the idea that this 
is an intellectual exercise in 
the meaning of war; far from 
it. Wellman’s forte is lots of 
male humor, perilous action 
and a dash of romance. 
Jim Garner, the “Maverick” 
of television, is the star. He 
portrays a colonel who wins ap­ 
proval to form^a Ranger outfit 
during World War II. The film 
focuses first on the training 
of his unit by British com­ 
mandos, then switches to front 
line action. 
There are a number of ro­ 
mantic sequences built around 
(1) a young French beauty 
with the improbable name of 
Etchika Choureau, as an Itali­ 
an girl orphaned by the war 
and (2) Joan Elan, a London 
bus driver who comes from a 
high-born family. 


The courtships are on a 
catch-as-catch-caji basis. Miss 
Elan winds up with Stuart 
Whitman,

pre-war c a r d 
sharp, in one of the more 
sharply delineated romances. 
There are others, typical of 
wartime. 


Wellman has, it’s evident, 
turned out a realistic film,

Ranger leader. The commando 
training in Scotland, the street 
fighting in Sicily and the ad­ 
vances in the wake of a tank 
offensive are first-rate screen 
stuff.

Local Little 
Leagues Set 
Regulations 


Little Leagues of District 3 
in Marin, Sonoma and San 
Francisco counties are opposed 
to (1) the awarding of special 
awards for outstanding indivi­ 
dual achievements, (2) the use 
of players to solicit funds for 
the program and (3) the Na­ 
tional 
All-Star 
Tournament 
which culminates with the Lit­ 
tle World Series in Williams 
port, Pa. 
This was some of the action 
taken recently by representa 
tives of leagues in the local 
district at a meeting in San 
Rafael, according to District 
Representative Boy Ryan of 
San Rafael. 
Ryan said abolishment of 
special awards for individuals 
is in accordance with Little 
League Baseball, Inc. policies, 
which state, in part, “It is not 
in the best interest of team 
spirit to recognize exceptiona 
physical skills of the indivi 
dual player. Baseball is a team 
sport and it requires the com 
bined efforts of all of the play­ 
ers to accomplish a winning 
game or season.” 
Although use of players to 
solicit funds for the program 
is permissible under unusual 
circumstances under national 
regulations, District 3 has ask­ 
ed its leagues to make every 
effort to avoid seeking permis­ 
sion for such projects. 
By an overwhelming major­ 
ity, subject to final approval of 
their respective Board of Di­ 
rectors, the District 3 Repre­ 
sentatives, expressed the wish 
that 
the 
National 
All-Star 
Tournaments be abolished and 
that post-season playoff com­ 
petition be limited to District 
Tournament composed of 
champions of each league. This

A reporter who visited the 
town in 1850 said it had 42 
houses, two hotels, no trees and

On the first eve of the first 
legislative session, a grand ball 
was held in the new capitol— 
dancing in the Assembly cham­ 
bers upstairs, and food and 
drink in the ground floor Sen­ 
ate hall. 
Next day, the Legislature 
could not find a quorum. 
They finally did get down to 
work, but they weren’t happy 
in Benicia. It was hard to get 
to by horse, stage or boat, al­ 
though once there you could 
walk dry-shod to the capitol 
on wooden sidewalks. 
Gov. John Bigler’s 
annual 
message 
in

didn’t cheer them any. He pro- j 
posed expenditures of $960,- 
000 and predicted receipts of

lt was condemned in 1949, 
and seemed doomed to destruc­ 
tion until the Benicia parlor of 
the Native Sons of the Golden 
West sparked its acceptance as 
a state monument.

2. The payments must be 
made after such decree or 
agreement. 
3. The payments must cover 
a legal obligation arising out 
of marital or family relation­ 
ship.

Child support does not count. 
5. Only periodic payments 
count; lump sum payments do 
not count. 
Periodic payments are those 
which extend over a period of 
time greater than ten years, or 
where it is impossible to figure 
the total amount that will be 
paid. That is, where the pay­ 
ments depend on the husband’s 
income; or where the amount 
of the payments is definite, but 
termination depends upon an 
indefinite event, such as death 
or re-marriage of the wife; also 
where both indefinite payments 
or indefinite termination exist.
